Whites Quit

{(AP).~-The number of whites 
emigrating from South Africa 
bas almost doubled in the last 
year, while the number of new 
immicrants hes been haived, the 
Department of Statistics report- 
ed today. 

Figures released by the depart- 
ment showed that 223,400 per- 
sons left the racially troubled 
country between Jsenuary and 
Octoter of this year, compared 
with 11,900 in the same neriod 
last year.

Somali Head Sees Shah

The Somali President arrived 
here yesterday on a three-day 
visit to brief the Shah on the 
war between Ethiopia and So- 
mali forces in the Horn ot Africa.

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Nine-Day Wonder 


In these days of the jet—including the 
supersonic Concorde—it is no special miracle 
for an ordinary citizen to visit six countries, 
even if some of the six ere halfway around 
the world. But when a president of the 
United States does lt there is cause for 
wonder. And the wonder is why, not how. 


There are matters that Mr. Carter could 
help straighten out in India, where the dif- 
ficulties of Mrs. Indira Gandhi (who split 
the Congress party—again) have brought 2 
more kindly attitude toward the United 
States into places of power. There are issues 
of oil and the Middle East that may be faced 
in Iran and Saudi Arabia. Poland provides 
8 landing place behind what was once the 
Iron Curtain; Belgium is the center of NATO 
and the Common Market; France is the 
oldest, as well as the most sensitive, of the 
allies of the United States. 


These, however, comprise questions that 
are widely scattered both in subject and in 


place. To spend part of the holiday season: 


in the venture President Carter launches 
himself into today is to raise the charge 
which has marred a good deal of his first 
year in office: that he is spreading himself 
too thin. Ἶ 

Mr. Carter leaves behind him a Congress 
and a people which are disturbed over a 
number of aspects of his program and the 
matters they are intended to correct. There 
is, primarily, energy, which Congress has 


been quarreling over while the people have 
not been responding to a challenge which 
affects both the present umbalance of Amer- 
ican trade and the future of the nation and 
the world. There are tax matters and the 
inability of the economy to absorb many 
potential workers. There are the farmers, 
who ere striking for higher government sup- 
port and to whom Mr. Carter has offered 
Kind words but not much practical help. 

There are other things that trouble Amer~ 
icans today—and they are likely to wonder 
why their President is jetting into the wild 
‘blue yonder while the ground they walk on 
is afflicted with too much or too litile rain 
or snow, and balancing wages and prices and 
taxes seems more urgent than balancing 
power or international trade. 

Yet the international questions have a 
very great impact on domestic issues. Mr. 
Carter cannot hope to produce anything as 
dramatic as the Nixon visits to Peking and 
Moscow. But neither does he have quite 
such dramatic problems at home. This is 
a time when the spirit of his uctivitles 
«broad can move the substance in the right 
direction; when he can achieve progress by 
expressions of personal interest and national 
concern, even though the practical problems 
remain very difficult of solution. So there 
45 reason for wishing the President well on 
his journey, and hoping that this nine-day 
wonder may prove to be at least a nine-day 
contribution to peace and cooperation. 


A Start at Ismailia 


No one should be surprised that President 
Sadat and Prime Minister Begin did not 
Teach agreement in their two-day meeting 
at Ismailia on a statement of principles to 
govern a Middle East settlement. Nor can 
it fairly be charged that Begin has somehow 
falled to meet his part of a bargain—Arab 
recognition in exchange for Israeli with- 
drawal—implicit in Sadat’s dramatic Journey 
to Jerusalem last month. 

The surprise would have been a facile 
agreement toward resolving a dispute that 
has divided Israel from the Arab world for 
three decades. That would have implied 
either that the disputed issues are trivial 
or that Sadat ts interested only in an Egyp- 
tan-Israeli deal. Neither is true. 

At this early stage, nelther leader can 
afford to depart much from his initial posi- 
tion. Yet neither can afford to delay too 
long real progress on the “Palestinian ques- 
tion”—whieh they termed the “crux and 
core” of thelr difference—lest their effort 
lose the momentam needed to sustain it 
against obstacles on both sides. The issue 
is clear. 


Sadat insists that an independent Pales- - 


tinlan state should be established on the 
West Bank and in the Gaza Strip. Begin, 
for his part, offers, at’ most, “‘self-rule” to 
the Arab inhabitants of those areas, 

Each knew in advance that this difference 
would be the sticking point, and delegating 
it to subordinates for intensive negotiation 
was the most that could be hoped for from 
the Ismailia summit. Thelr meeting was 
thus a ritual necessity—to symrbolize the 
depth of their commitment to peace and to 
legitimize the tough bargaining ahead by 
their foreign ministers. 

Given the ποοάν on both sides, 1Ὁ is 
likely that the forelgn ministers will narrow 
the gap. Once that has been achieved, it 
will again be up to the two heads of govern-

As long 
as the door remains genuinely open to the 
possible establishment some day of an inde~ 
pendent Palestinian state, Sadat wil! be able 
to claim that he has won at the conference 
table what Arab forces have not been able 
to achieve in battle or through terror. 

Similarly, as long as no Palestinian state 
looms on the near horizon and Israel can be 
assured that the seeds of new war will never 
take root on the West Bank or in Gaza, 
Begin will be able to tell Israelis that he has 
brought them the “real peace” with security 
they have sousht for so long. 

Along the way there will be many pit~ 
falls. Begin faces substantial opposition 
within Israel, and not only from hard-line 
members of his right-wing Likud alliance. 
Shimon Peres, the leader of the parliamen~ 
tary opposition, has already attacked the 
Prime Minister for giving away too much 
too soon in the Sinai Desert, an attack that 
smacks of political opportunism. 

Sadat faces opposition and opportunism 
of a different sort from those in the Arab 
world who charge that he has sold out the 
Palestinian cause. He has of course done 
no such thing. 

Both Begin and Sadat now talk of inten~ 
sive negotiations that will take perhaps three 
months, That sounds like a serious time~ 
table. Given the glare of publicity and the 
height of aroused expectations, much longer 
would risk losing necessary Momentum and 
even credibility on both sides. | 

And, as the Ismailia meetings showed, to 
expect real progress in much less time is 
unrealistic. Personal warmth and good in~ 
tentions cannot ‘be translated into political 
achievements overnight.
